Boys Sweep Girls Invade Field House 

Honor Parts For Annual Gym Meet 


Guy Emery will be valedicto- 
rian and John MacDuffie will 
be salutatorian of the class of 
1949, Mr. Ireland, recently an- 
nounced. Richard Ireland took 
third honors. 

Guy Emery has attended 
Gould for three years, coming 
here from South Paris High 
School; his average for the three 
years was 90.8. 

John MacDuffie has attended 
Gould for two years, having pre- 
viously gone to Ellsworth High 
School; he was second highest 
In a class of sixty-nine with an 
average of 88.8. 

The subject of their addresses, 
althought not definitely decided, 
will leal with the importance of 
science in economic and social 
development in the future, and 
the responsibility falling on sci- 
entists at this time. 

The speakers, assisted by Mr. 
Ireland and Mrs. Dyer, are re- 
quired to gather their own in- 
formation and write their own 
speeches. 

This year Mr. Payson Smith, 
former commissioner of educa- 
tion in Maine and Massachusetts 
will be a guest speaker at the 
graduation; and will speak on 
the same general subject. 

An unusual aspect of this 
year's honor parts is that for 
the first time in a long time 
the three highest honor parts 
have gone to boys; in previous 
years the girls have dominated 
the highest positions.

Outside Activities 

Ditl you ever stop in this mad whirl of high school life 
to wonder what you ’ll be doing at the age of 98 ? A few pic- 
tures crop up easily and one of them may fit: a collapsed 
figure in a wheel chair wishing only for a fast game of 
checkers ; another still getting his daily charge out of Dick 
Tracy • a third dooming his grandchildren to a continual 
dragging out and dusting off of the same old stories, grim 
even when not green with age; a slouched figure hobbling 
along with a cane crying to be included, but carrying a small 
load of misery in the form of cracked and squealing criti- 
cism; the “want to be alone” type brooding about the good 
old days in school — how desperate can you get? This strange 
bunch never realized the importance of active, outside in- 
terests, a thing work may supplant for a while, busy sur- 
roundings may overshadow, or happy, engaging friend- 
ships may make obsolete ; but there will be extra hours some- 
time, when work will be over, when a family will grow be- 
yond the age for constant attention, when a feeling of in- 
tense depression may overtake you, and one sure cure for a 
life suddenly out of balance is a fund of active and interest- 
ing things one truly enjoys doing. 

In school, as it should be, hours are spent either plan- 
ning for a future vocation or learning in general how and 
why the world goes around. However, then too is the time 
for developing real interests in activities which are fun, just 
plain fun, — not meaning to throw book and responsibilities 
out of the window (which sound like fun, too), but to size 
up things you enjoy and be sure to do them once in a while 
and, almosT more imporant, start looking for new hobbies, 
trying your hand at new fields, and unconsciously you will be 
widening and developing your good times and all sorts of 
strange .and wonderful activities are bound to appear. 

Activities for fun, in general, fall with a bang into two 
sections: first come activities with others. Here are some 
examples at Gould : school sports, teams for immediate fun 
and individual ones to enjoy the rest of your life ; the camera 
club— photography can be a lasting, satisfying hobby; the 
school paper — maybe you turn green at the sight of gram- 
mar hooks, but reporting things you know is different; a 
church choir — no solo voice? A blending voice is what they 
want and a little practice can do wonders. The list goes on 
and on. 

Secondly come activities you can do by yourself. Art 
fields hold endless possibilities — decorating, building things, 
sketching; for girls especially, knitting, sewing, and cook- 
ing can be a game and most men have at least one prize thing 



they can whip up in the kitchen ; appreciating music in an 
enjoyment no one can take away, as is reading — not assign- 
ments but books of any kind which you enjoy ; set raising, 
gardening, tinkering with motors, hiking, and starting col- 
lections of things which interest you show how this list, too, 
goes on. 

One of our easiest problems to solve while we’re young 
is finding fun, as our world is full of energy and both tried 
and untried fields. Older people often hesitate to branch 
out and climb far from the rut of work, which in our chang- 
ing, often frustrating, world can have a saddening and dev- 
astating effect.. We must realize that deep interest and en- 
joyment of an outside activity leads easily to a vocation to 
which we are well suited. So let’s look now for new fields of 
fun, for new interests while we are able to; and let’s make 
time for the things we truly enjoy now, and we don’t have 
to worry about being either lonely, uninteresting, or a bur- 
den to others at any age — 18, 58, or 98.
